SUPPRESSION OF THE SLAVE TRADE 
CAUSES THE OUTBREAK. 


Battle Won by the Natives—Two Expe- 
ditions in Danger—‘The Blacks Well 
Armed and Gaining Recruits Daily— 
Portuguese Intrigue Stimulating the 
Uprising—Foreign News. 


_ Brvssevs, Aug. 12.—Dispatches from Zan- 
gibar bring news -of a thrilling character. 
The Arab insurrection under Roumalzia has 
spread from Tangannyka, to Stanley Falls, 
and what was merely alocal demonstration 
has developed intoa genuine uprising of the 
4r-" of Central Africa against the white 
6. .«tnation. The Arabs have grown desper- 
ate, owing tothe evident determination of 
the whites to suppress the slave trade, by 
which the Arabs have accumulated their 
wealth and established their power. They 
were greatly encouraged bythe disaster to 
the British under Capt. Maguire, last Decem- 
ber, when Capt. Maguire and two 
other Englishmen lost their lives 
fla a conflict with slave trad- 
ers, and the Arabs were still 
more strengthened in their hostile attitude 
by the more recent successful attack on Fort 
Johnston. Full particulars show that an at- 
tack on the fort was made by the native 
and Arab leadership, and a seven-pound gun 
was captured. It appears that Fort John- 
ston is very small and is inconveniently 
crowded. No hostile natives had been seen 
for sometime, and the garrison had been 
Julled into a false sense of security. Two of 
the white men, with some of the Sikhs anda 
gseven-pounder gun were encamped just out- 
side the fort, when they were surprised dur- 
ing the night by a body of natives, who 
wounded the Europeans and succeeded in 
capturing the gun. 
SLAVERS IN REVOLT. 

Makanjola, Kasembe and other Arab chiefs, 
incenssd by the stoppage of their remuner- 
ative traffic in slaves, entered into com- 
munication with other Arabs, telling them of 
their success against the British and urging 
them to join ina general movement to drive 
the whites from Central Africa. From the 
advices received at Zanzibar, itis feared that 
Rachid, the nephew and successor of Tippoo 
Tib at Stanley Falis, has joined in the insur- 
rectionary movement and declared his hos- 
tility tothe whites, with whom he has pre- 
tended to be onterms of friendship. itis 
also understood that Rachid has unfurled the 
standard of rebellion and called upon his own 
followers and other chiefs, both native and 
Arab, to join against the white men and as- 
sist in restoring Arab supremacy. 

A conflict bas taken place andit is known 
for a certainty that three whites and proba- 
bly many more were killed, and that the 
Arabs under Rachid are now in full control 
of the Congo at Stanley Falls. The followers 
of Rachid are armed for the most part with 
European rifles, and Rachid has for some 
time past been a large purchaser of ammunil- 
tion, his eagerness in this respect having 
aroused some suspicion among the whites. 
What has become of the European resident 
whorepresents the authority of the Congo 
Free State at Stanley Falls is not known, but 
it is feared that he has perished. 

EXPEDITIONS IN DANGER. 

The greatest anxiety is felt for the safety 
of the expeditions under Capt. Jacques gnd 
Capt. Joubert, which were sent out to sp- 
press the slave trade. It is said that the in- 
surgent Arabs have sworn to exterminate 
both ofthese expeditions as a _ lesson 
the whites not to interfere with the traffic. 
Itisknown thatat last accounts a large 
force of Arabs had gone in search of Joubert. 
The news from the seat.of Insurrection is of 
the most meagre kiad, but itis sufficient to 
cause the gravest kind of anxiety to be felt, 
not only for the anti-slavery expeditions 
mentioned, but also for the Catholic and 
& Protestant missions at Taganyik and the 
Holister Commerce’ commission to ‘the 
Tommi _ River, as well as for the 
security of a number of Free 
State officials on the Upper Congo. 

Many Europeans in Zanzibar are inclined 
to charge the Portuguese with having stimu- 
lated the Arabs in order to drive other 
European nations out of Central Africa. The 
Arabs in Zanzibar do not conceal thelr satis- 
faction with the news, asthereis deep irri- 
tation there on account of interference with 
the slave trade, which interfence has greatly 
injured business both in Zanzibar and Pemba. 


dition, owing to the lack. of slave labor, and 
many ofthe planters see nothing but ruin 
confronting them. In this. condition of af- 
fairs the uprising of the slave-trading Arabs 
has the earnest sympathy of the slave-own- 
ing Arabs, and it fs said that the insurrection 
has ramifications extending from Zanzibar to 
Angola. 

Twenty agents of the Katanga Co. have 
been killed or captured by Arabs on the 
Upper Congo River. The steamer Beernaert, 
which wus taking goods up the river, was 
seized and the factories were razed. Whole 
tribes onthe western bank of the river are in 
a state of insurrection. The Arabsnorthwest 
of Nyangwe have gone down the Lueiabl 
River and captured the station at Ribaribi, 
killing the whites employed there. The 
stations on the Upper Lomassi have also 
baen destroyed. The Arabs at Isang!, who 
have hitherto been loyal, are showing hos- 
tility. The Congo State authorities are send- 
ing reiniorcenicnts to the various points 
threatened by the Arabs.

GREAT DAMAGE DONE BY HEAVY STORMS IN 
SPAIN. 


MaprRip, Aug. 12.—Heavy storms are sweep- 
ing over Spain and are doing an immense 
amount.of damage. ‘The rain is falling in 
torrents and Is destroyingthe grapeand olive 
crops. Much damage has been done by 
rivers overfiowing their banks and in some

Valdez, in coramand of the Legalists, re- 
ceived a mortnl wound. The Crespists re- 
tired in good oider and were reorganized by 
Gen. Ducharn. They advanced on.Barrancas 
this morning and took the town by assault, 
The fighting was of the most bioodthirsty 
characterandthe opposing troops were fre- 
quently engaged hand to hand, using 
maehete and >ayonet and their fifies as 
clubs.

HURLED OFF A CLIFF. 

BotsE City, Idaho, Aug. 12.—Hungry pros- 
pectors on Tuesday caused the loss of 361 
hedd of fine cattle and the death of two cow- 
boys near Bannock Butte. The prospectors, 
who are now under arrest, attempted to 
capture a stray calf which ran into the herd. 
The prospectors tried tocut out the calf. A 
stampede resulted. Two cowboys, Jerome 


Wasson and Daniel Hancock, succeeded in 
getting in front of the herd and attempted to 
Dring the animalstoa standstill. Their hor- 
ried companions saw them swept off the 
cliff as the madaened animals, unable to 
stop, rushed over. Three hundredand sixty- 
one cattie were forced off the cliff and fell 
seventy-nine feet. The bodies of-the two 
cowboys were found dreadfully mangled. 


IT WENT OFF.

Houston, Tex., Aug. 12.—Henry McGee, 

colored, aged 27 years, was hanged by Sheriff 


morning for the murder of Officer James 
Fenn of the Houston police force, 
on the night of March 14, 


ina verdict of murder in the first degree and 
the death penalty assessed. One hun‘tred 
persons were admitted to the scaffold room, 
put there were thousands of people on the 
streets surrounding the jail. The physicians 
pronounced the negro dead at three and a 
half minutes after the drop fell. His neck was 
broken and death ensued without a quiver 
or contortion of the body. He neither ad- 
mitted nor denied his guilt. Just at thejtime 
the Sheriff and assistants began to arrange 
him for the drop he gave way and likea cry- 
ing child, said: 

‘*Good bye. Good bye to all. God bless 
Good bye!’’ 

A nervous tremor pervaded him throughout 
the time he was on the scaffold platform. 
The execution gave general satisfaction, 

McGee sat up until 12 o’clock last night read- 
ing the Bible and praying. At 10 o’clock his 
spiritual advisers called to see him, and 
after he had taken a bath and 
was dressed in a hew suit of 
clothes, Song and prayer service was heid. 
Parson Watts,-a leading colored mintster of 
this city ,questioned McGee Very closely about 
his spiritual condition, as well as aboat the 
crime. McGee said the Lord had told 
him that he was going to heaven, and he be- 
lieved it, He grotested that he was innocent 
of the crime, but that his brother-in-law, 
who fied the country immediately after the 
deed, was the one who killed the officer. 

The crime for which’ McGee was Nanged 
was a cold-blooded one. Policeman Fenn 
had beén detalied to Keep order at a negro 
dance- house. 

McGee fired his pistol near the door and 
Fenn started toward him to arrest him, 
When he was about to take hold of McGee, 
the iatter_ Poked his pistol against 
Fenn’s stomac dfired. Fenn only liveda 
few hours, MctGee escaped at the time, but

Salisbury’s Government Makes Room for 
That of Gladstone. 


THE DETHRONED PREMIER NOW ON THE 
WAY TO THE QUEEN. 


Allthe Ministers Tender Their Resigna- 
tions To-Day—Giadstone Wi'l See His 
Sovereign To-Morrow—Scenes During 
the Test of Strength in Parliament— 
The Liberal Majority Was 40. 


Lonpor, Aug. 12.—The members of the 
Salisbury Cabinet at noon to-day met and 
formally agreed to resign. Mostof the Min- 
isters will leave town to-day. 

At 1 o’clock this afternoon Lord Salisbury 
left London on a special train for Ports- 
mouth, whence he will embaygk for the Isle of 
Wight. His destination is Osborne House, 
where he will tender to the Queen the resig- 
nation of the Conservative Ministry. 

Mr. Gladstone will be called by the Queen 
to-morrow. The Tory Government passed 
out of existence last midnight. The debate 
on the amendment to the reply to the ad- 
dress from the throne was not of itself of 
especial interest. In truth, in large part it 
was dull, But the scenes at- 
tending the closing hours of the 
Salisbury Government were impressive. 


It was predicted that Gladstone would have | 


a majority of thirty-eight on the vote of 
no confidence. He did Detter. Forty was 
the exact figure. The gravity of the occa- 
sion was seen inthecrowds waiting in the 
palace yardtill past midnight, the groups 
filling the lobbies and packed inthe galleries 
within the House. 

For the first time since the night In 1866, 
when Mr. Gladstone first introauced home 
rule, chairs had to be brought in to seat the 
members biocked out of the galleries. For 
the firsttime inthe history of the British 
Parliament did the members muster their 
full strength within ten. 

The House divided at midnight. The tellers 
appeared ati2:2) a. m. with the paper con- 
taining the numbers showing the result of 
the division and handed the paper to Arnold 
Morley, the Liberal whip. This was the sig- 
nal for a volley of Liberal cheers and Irish 
shouts of ‘‘Mitchell’s down,’’ ‘‘Down with 
Balfourism,’’ etc., and it wassome time be- 
fore Mr. Morley was able to announce the 
figures. The result announced was: For the 
motion, 850; against the motion, 310. And 
the Tory Government made way for that of 
Giadstone. 

It was reported to-day that Gen. Ponson- 
by, Secretary to the Queen, is bringing 
Her Majesty’s commandto Mr. Gladstone to 
form a new government, in order to save Mr. 
Giadstone the fatigue of a journey to Os- 
borne. 

Mr. Gladstone will, however, go to Osborn 
House Monday to fulfillthe usual custom of 
kissing the hand of Her Majesty. Mr.Gladstone 
was up early this morning. He tooka long 
drive and upon his return devoted most of 
the day to -receiving his colleagues. A 
group of idlers gathered about the 
foreign office early in the day to 
the Conservative cabinet as 
they gathered for their final meeting. There 
was a holiday appearance about the minis- 
ters. Mr. Balfour and the Rt. Hon. Edward 
Stanhope, Secretary of State for War, were 
dressed in blue serge suits and wore Billcock 
hats and brown shoes. 

THE QUEEN TO GLADSTONE. 

LONDON, Aug. 12.—Gen. Ponsonby visited 
Mr. Gladstone this afternoon, as arranged, 
and presented to him Her Majesty’s com- 
mand to forma new Government.

Supreme Body of the Order in Session at 


Indianapolis. 


INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., Aug. 12.—The supreme 
sitting of the order of the Iron Hall held a 
short secret session to-day, but nothing of 
importance resulted, that body deferring all 
important matters _ the result of the 
application fora receiver is made known.

RECEPTION TO HARRISON, 


PROJECT TO STEM THE WAVERING TIDE IN NEW 
YORK. 


NEW YORK, Aug. 12.—It has Deen decided to 
bring President Harrison to this city some 
time this month and let him hold a reception 
similar to the one Garfield held in 1880. Un- 
less some objection should be raised that is 
not in sight at present, Mr. Harrison will 
come here and hold a conference with the 
Republicaa leaders. 

The idea of bringing the President to this 
city fora general political conference is un- 
derstood to have originated with Whitelaw 
Reid, Mr. Reid, of course, borrowed it from 
the Garfield campaign. It worked well in 
Garfield’s case and Mr. Harrison’s friends 
believe that it will be just as effective this 
year. They have not been hasty, however, 
in deciding the matter. They have put out 
feelers and have canvassed the subject pretty 
thoroughly. Itis the idea of the majority of 
the President’s friends that it will be a wise 
move for him to come here and hold an in- 


formal reception. They believe that it will 
do more than anything else to bring abouta 
good feeling in the ranks of the G. O. P. in 
this State. 

Before he leaves Loon Lake it is understood 
that some of the more prominent Republicans 
here will go upand see him. It is said thatan 
invitation to visit Loon Lake will be extended 
to Mr. Platt within the next few days. Ifthe 
invitation shoul be forthcoming there is not 
much doubt that it would be accepted. Mr.

LABOR NEWS, 


Iron Workers Scale Satisfactory to All 
Concerned. 


PITTSBURG, Pa., Aug. 12.~—The settlement 


andthe Amalgamated Association is pretty 
generally satisfactory to the operators of the 
different mills, judging from the expressions 
of those seen yesterday; however; there isa 
great deal of conservatism on the part of the 
manufacturers in giving their views on the 
settlement, but all are preparing to start up, 
and by the beginning of the week nearly all 
the mills will bein operation. At the Amal- 
gamated Association headquarters evident 


satisfaction was depicted in the countenances 
of the various officials. It arose over the 
adjustment of the trouble with the local man- 
ufacturers. President Weyhe, in speaking of 
the subject said: 

‘*T am heartily glad the differences have 
been settled. We are to-day preparing the 
scales for presentation to the manufacturers, 
Owing tothe fact that there is much prepa- 
ration necessary about the mills, none of the 
manufacturers will be able to resuine until 
the latter part of next week, Iam expecting 
President Gompers and Secretary McGuire of 
the American Federation of Labor in the 
Oy but do not know when they will ar- 
rive.’’ 

James H. Nutt, the representative of the 
Shenanvo Valley Manufacturers’ Association, 
was In the city, and before he left last even- 
ing made arrangements with the Amalgam- 
ated Association for a conference between 
the two organizations over the adoption of 
the Western scale as modified yesterday. 
There is no general expectation of en- 
countering much difficulty in arranging the 
scale with the Shenango Valley manufac- 
turers. They were opposed to the scale be- 
fore the 10 per cent reduction was accepted 
in Pittsburg. It ts thought that they will 
be willing to waive their demand tor a reduc- 
tion in puddling since the Pittsburg firms 
took the initiative. It was learned that there 
are about seven steel scales still unsigned. 
Prominent among the number of prospective 
signers are Schenbergers, Jones & Laughlin, 
Linden Steel Works, Bellaire Steel Co., Jen- 
nings Bros., and a couple of others. 

In oreamen ting upon the amicable agree- 
ment between the Amalgamated Association 
and iron manufacturers, a striker said yes- 
terday afternoon: ‘‘It will rove advan- 
tageous to our cause in more than one way. 
It will be the means of starting all the iron 
and steel mills throughout the country and 
giving work to thousands of idle workmen, 
Asa result the surplus of labor now on the 
market willbe usedup. In our case it will 
benefit us in this respect. AsI said, large 
and small mills everywhere will be started 
up Immediately, and orders that otherwise 
would go to Carnegie will naturally zo to 
other firms, as they can fo the work just as 
well as the Carnegie company.’’ 

In an interview yesterday concerning the 
Statement made some days ago that it was 
the intention of the Carnegie bepet ner. f to oP. 
erate the Homestead plant with about half the 
number of men at work there before the 
strike Secretary Lovejoy said it was not 
true. When in full operation the works 
would still employ 3,800 men.. In making the 
statement Supt. Potter, he said, meant that 
it was possible to run the mill with half the 
regula. force. He did not meanthat it was 
to be done permanently. 

Last nightand this morning the Strikers’ 
Patrol Committee at Lawrenceville union 
mills induced five or more of the skilled non- 
union workmen to come out. Among them 
was Charles Jeffries, the boss roller who 
came from Philadelphia. : 

While the men still claim that they are firm 
and that their ranks are unbroken, yet there 
is grave reasons to believe that there will be 
some radical change there of the great strike 
in the near future. 

About fifteen of the leaders are absent 
from thecity. They have been hastily sum- 
moned, The general impression is that the 
strikers are to confer on the advisability of 
accepting the firm’s terms, which are said to 
be even higher than paid by other firms that 
have signed the scale. 

At the company’s offices the officials de- 
clined to discuss the situation or give any in- 
formation concerning the state of affairs. 
They say, however, thatthe millfis running 
satisfactory tothem. A general meeting of 
strikers has been called for this afternoon.

tive departments, but more especiaily to the 
construction of the public works under con- 
tracts with private firms, such as the build- 
ing of navaland other. vessels and the con- 
struction and repair of public buildings of all 
Classes, There is scarcely any department of 
the Government that is not affected in some 
degree by this labor law, and action will be 
suspended in all cases Where doubt exists as 
to its, applicability until after the law has 
been construec by the Solicitor-General.

Dr. M.C. Starkloff, who dressed 
the wound, says Oberman’s story is as 
follows: On arriving at the above hour 
he found his trousers on the floor 
and $7 in cash gone from the pocket.

A ROSE FACTORY AT NICE. 


Mari’s Establishment for the Winter 
Supply. 
Translated for the Literary Digest. 


Ihave several times had occasion to visit 
the famous Park of Roses at Nice. The flow- 
ers prodnced there are the most beautifal in 
the world. 

Both banks of the Var are bordered bya 
line of hills of some height, which are pro- 
longed as farasthesea. The hillson the left 
bank aid in protecting the whole plain of Nice 
from the northwest wind. Toward the 
Southern extremity of these hills, on very 
rich, alluvial soil, is the Oarras quarter, in 
which are the principal market gardens of 
Nice. In that quarter, also,a little higher 
aH on the slope of the hill, Is the Josephine 
Villa, or Park of Roses. 

Here roses are cultivated exclusivel 
sale in winter as. cut. fowers. Out of the 
twenty-eight or thirty acres which the 
property comprises, about ten acres are de- 
voted to the purpose of forcing the rose trees, 
and are covered with numerous small green- 
houses or eXtensive hotbed frames, one or 
the other of these being always in use for 
furthering the production of the flowers. 
The total surface covered with glass ex- 
Geode 6,000 square meters, Or an acreand a 

air. 

Naturally, it is during the months of active 
salé, from November to April, that the prin- 
cipal harvest occurs; but even in the spring 
and summer the very beautiful roses grown 
under shelter arein demand by the dealers. 
These roses are the only ones, or nearly the 
only ones, which show a purity of perfect 
tint, exempt onthe outside petals from the 
discoloration, the veining, and folds which 
are caused by the bite of cold, too warm sun- 
strokes, or the prolonged action of humidity. 

During the summer the movable sides of 
the eenhouses are taken away, and there 
remains only the glass roof which protects 
the flowers from the rainstorms. 

The proprietor and founder of the estab- 
lishment is Mr. Antoine Mari. It may be said 
that the most striking feature of his mode of 
cultivation is the simplicity of the means 
employed and their perfect adaptation to 
the end to be attained, which is to obtain an 
abundent and continued production of 
flowers without great expeuse and without 
exhausting the plants. 

A rose bush, asis known, does not require 
a high temperature. Certain varieties, like 
the saffron rose, continue to put forth buds 
and flowers all winter long in Provence, and 
well-developed roses ofthat variety can be 
picked atthe end of November evenin the 
climate of Paris. At Mr. Mari’s place the 
rose trees are planted either in three lines, 
parallel to each other, for the bushy variety, 
or, in case of those with flexible stalks, each 
by itself, something like grapevines, as for 
instance, the Marechal Niel. They are shel- 
tered by frames just high enough above the 
ground to allow ofa man walking about in- 
side. Atthe height ofthe season, from Dec, 
15 to April 15, the Park of Roses sends away 
an average of 500 dozen roses a day.

Apt to Be Followed by Death From Lung 
Troubles. 
From the Philadelphia Record. 


The heroic treatment to which the victims 
of the terrible hot wave were subjected ata 
number of the hospitals seems to have re- 
moved some of. them from the dangers of 
heat prostration only to plunge them into 
the throes of pneumonia. One of the heat 
victims died of that disease yesterday at the 
Pennsylvania Hospital, and of the eleven 
patients remaining eight are suffering from 
it. Geo. Hawley, who diea yesteruay, re- 
sided at 627 Carpenter street. He was 41 years 
old. He was admitted to the hospital on 
July 29. 

The eight patients who are now suffering 
with pneumonia are Joseph Balley, aged 45 
years, admitted July 28 and regarded as crit- 
ical; John Dunn, aged 33 years; James Mur- 
ray, aged 24 years, admitted July 28; John 
McDonald, aged 40 years, admitted July 27 
and regarded as hopeless; Hermann Melin- 
hardat, aged 25 years, admitted July 28; John 
Stafford, aged.36, admitted July 29; an Italian 
named Romero and a man named Kilamack. 

The treatment which was applied at the 
Pennsylvania Hospital and several other in- 
stitutions was to plunge the patient into ice 
cold water. Outofr eighty-six patients thus 
treated sixty-seven were soon discharged 
from the hospital ascured. Seven died with- 
out being afforded relief and a dozen have 
lingered in the hospital. 

When asked about the probability of pneu- 
monia resulting from the cold plunge to 
which the patients were subjected, one of the 
resident physicians at the ey Abe ow Hos- 
ape said: ‘*‘People who are easily overcome 

y the heat are also subject to congestion of 
the lungs.’’ 


Work of a Thunderbolt.

One of the most interesting strokes of light- 
ning on record occurred at Bourges, France, 
on May 4last, of which a French scientific 
journal bas now given accurate particulars.

Lizzie Borden’s Answer in Court to the 
Charge of Murder. 


THE FALL RIVER MYSTERY SEEMS TO 
BE NEARING SOLUTION. 


Alithe Facts in Possession of the Poiics 
Not Yet Disclosed—Bridget Sullivan’s 
Story Caused the Arrest of the Daugh- 
ter of the Murderei Banker—How the 
Prisoner Loos, 


FALL RIVER, Aug. 12,—As predicted in yes. 
tercay’s dispatches Lizzie Borden was Iast | 
night formally arrested and charged with 
the murder of her father, Andrew J. Borden 
and her step-mother, Abby Borden, which 
occurred on Aug. 4, and the 
young woman passed the night in 
prison. This morning she was arraigned in 
the Second District Court before Judge Blais- 
dell, The court-room was crowded to suffo- 
cation, but Miss sorden’s friends at court 
were very few in number. Mr. Morse, Bridget 
Sullivan and Miss Emma Borden were pres- 
ent. 

Miss Borden, the prisoner, was represented 
by Andrew J. Jennings. Miss’ Borden was 
dressed in a dark blue tailor-made gown and 
wore a biack lace hat adorned with a few red 
berries. She looked in much better condition 
than she was in last night just before her 
arrest. 

She entered the court-room leaning on 
Missionary Buck’s arm. She was somewhat 
nervous but did not show feeling by either 
tears or trembling. 

When placed at the bar she glanced quietly 
about the room,and in answer to the Jud ge’s 
question, after the charge against her was 
read, ‘‘Are you guilty or not guilty,’’ she an- 
swered in a voice which betrayed no emo- 
tion: 

‘*lam not guilty.’’ 

Miss Borden’s counsel moved fora new 
trial at once. District Attorney Knowlton 
aksed fora continuance until Monday, Aug. 
22, and it was granted, Mr. Morse and Brid- 
get Sullivan were heldas witnesses inthe 
sums of $500 each. Miss Borden was asked to 
stand upand wascommitted without bail.

Borden and many important facts were elic- 
ited from the testimony, it was the damag- 
ing statement of Bridget Sullivan, the honest 
servant girlof the Borden household, that 
caused the arrest of the daughter, Lizzie 
Borden, upon the charge of having com- 
mitted the awful crime, 

The mysterious police had secured evidence 
last Friday which seemed to warrant them in 
making an arrest, but they delayed. There 
was noone here who wouldassume the re- 
sponsibility. The Mayoror thecity, whois 
ex-officio head of the police department, re- 
fused to sanction an arrest, and Marshal Hil- 
liard would not doit himself. 

Attorney-General Pillsbury therefore came 
tothe city conference, after conference was 
held between the Attorney-General, the Dis- 
trict Attorney, the Mayor, City Marshal and 
subordinutes. 

District Attorney Knowlton had taken the 
responsibility before the arrival of the Attor- 
ney-General to order a star-chamber inquiry. 
It was on his authority that Officer Donerty 
took Bridget Sullivan to the Central Police 
Station. The inquiry was in the shape of an 
inquest. 

In capital cases in Massachusetts inquests 
are judicial investigations, and there is no 
coroner. This inquest, like all such, was se- 
cret. A policeman, guarded the entrance to 
the court-room where it was held, and only 
those in authority were permitted to enter. 

Judge Blaisdell of the Second District Court 
conducted the examination in his court-room 
on the second floor of the Oentral Police Sta- 
tion. 

The ingulsitors also Included District Attor- 
ney Knowlton, Medical Examiner Dolan, 
Marshal Hilliara and Mayor Coughlin. All 
were not present allthe time, but they came 
and went, consulting with the detectives who 
had been at work on the case. 

The ignorant Irish girl was subjected to 
an ordeal that must have frightened her 
terribly. Allalone there in that solemn 
chamber, confronted with the officers of the 
law and threatened with dire punishment, 
she remained for five hours.

Lizzie Borden had first said that she had 
left her father asleep on the lounge in the 
sitting-room while she went out into the 
barn to cut some lead for sinkers to her fisk- 
ing line, as she intended to goto Marion the 
next day. 

She was gone, she declared, twenty 
minutes. Subsequently she said she was 
gone from the housea halfan hour. By put- 
ting this and that together carefully, noting 
the time of various incidents and taking the 
statements of persons in the immediate 
vicinity and those who passed the house the 
authorities calculated that Miss Lizzie could 
not have been out of the house more than 
ten minutes. ; 

According to her own statement she left her 
father at 10:55 o’clock. Allindications pointed 
tothe murder of Andrew J. Borden at 11:05 
o’clock. Miss Lizzie said she had gone into 
the barn and had mounted to the second 
story to get her sinkers. 

The barn is only 12 feet from the residence. 
The loft is partly filled with hay, and the un- 
occupied part is covered with dust. It would 
have been impossible for a person to have 
walked there without leaving foot- prints, 

A woman, clothed in a dress of ordinary de- 
cent length, leaning overto cut the lead or 
pick it up, would have left traces of the trail. 
ing dress which necessarily must have 
touched the floor when she was bending over, 
The dust was not disturbed a particle. Miss 
Lizzie has never shown the lead she cut of 
nor the piece from which it was cut. 

All these peculiar situations were placed 
before the servant girl. The witness en- 
lighte ned the police ina way that surprised 

106m. . 

At first she said that Miss Lizzie had not 
left the house, then she modified the state- 
ment by saying that she did not believe that 
ber mistress had gone out of the house. 

Bridget further declared that the screen 
door leading into the back yard was always 
kept latched from the inside. A person leav~ 
ing the house for a moment would find it 
open on returning, but never was the door 
known to remain uafestened for so long a 
time a& twenty minutes.

PROGRESS IN THE SOUTH. 


The Industrial Development of the South- 
ern States Unparalleled. 
From the Forum. 


Since 1881 the corncrop of the South has 
increased 75 per cent as against 71 per 
cent in the rest. of the country; the 
cotton crop has increased from 
five and aie half million to nine 
million bales—an increase in value,evén with 
the present low price, of $200,000,000; in 1891 
there were nearly 45,000 miles of railroad in 
the South against less than 24,000 in 188i—a 
gain of 87 per cept as against a gain of 56 per 
cent in the rest of the country.

And so in every 
line of productive activity the marvelous 
rapidity of increase is explained, showin 
that in assessed valuations the property o 
the South has in the period of ten years 
very nearly doubled and increased from $187 
per capita to $271—a record that }s probabiy 
without a parallel in the whole history of in- 
dustrial growth. And in spite of the tem 
rary depression caused by an overproduction 
of cotton, the increase goes on.

A minute latera stream of brokers, clerks 
and speculators poured into the streets from 
the Offices along Second.and Third, Pine 
and Olive streets and headed in the 
Girection of the .§ &t. Louis Public 
Stock Exchange at 311-314 Pine street, oppo- 
site the Merchants’ Exchange, The broad 
one-story buliding once used as a restaurant, 
then as a billiard hail, is now occupied 
by the largest brokerage concernin the city, 
operating under the name of the Public Stock 
Exchange. Theconcern is divided up into 
three parts, one for trading in grain, another 
for railroad.stocks and a third a so-called 
Mining Exchange. It isthe Mining Exchange 
that has incurred the disfavor of the Police 
Department. 

Just as operations were about to com- 
mence this morning Manager Tracy was 
accosted by Detectives Scully and Kelly and 
told that he and all of his employes were un- 
Ger arrest. Mr. Tracy asked that they arrest 

im onlyas he was the manager and culpa- 
bie. But the detective s ad 
received instructions and were obliged to 
put them into effect. The employees were 
hotified and a cordon of police at the front 
qagoor showed them that’‘it was safest 
to submit. Those taken besides the 
Re tag’ were John A. Monroe, Philip A. 

cDermott, Charles Wagoner, Charlies Hay- 
den, Harry W. Chambers , John J. Mulhol- 
land and John F, McDermott. The men were 
help an opportunity to lock-up the safes, 

rawers, Closets, etc., as aiso the building, 
and make everything as secure 
as possibie against burglars, and while 
this was heing done an immense crowd 
gathered on the street, reaching from Third 
to Fourth streets: The Kxchange steps op- 
posite were crowded, as were also the win- 
dows of the bullding, the traders on ’Change 
all coming out to see the fun.

THE STATUTE. 

The section of the Kevised Statutes under 
which the arrest had been made was No. 
8836, said Acting Chief Reedy, which reads as 
follows: 

Sec. 3836. It shall be unlawful for any corpora 
tion, association, copartaership Or person to keep 
or Cause to be kept in this state any office, store or 
other place wherein is conducted or permitted the 
preteaoded bnyinge or selling of the 
shares of stocks or bonds of any cor- 
poration. or petroleum, cotton, grain, provisions, 
or other commodities, either on margins or other- 
wise, without any intention of receiving and paying 
forthe property so bougnt or of delivering the 
property so sold; or wherein is condycted or per- 
mitted the pretended buying or selling of such 
property on .margins, when the party selling 
the same or offering to sell the same 
does not have the property on hand 
to deliver upon such sale; or when the party buying 
any ofsuch property or offering to buy the same, 
does notintend actually to receive the same if pur- 
chased or to deliver the sameifsold; andthe keep- 
ing of all such places is hereby gh pears 
And any person, whether acting Individually 
or as a member or as an “0Ofllcer, agent or 
employe of any corporation, association or co- 
partnership, who shal! be guilty of violating this 
section, shall, upon conviction thereof, be tined in 
any sum not iess than $500 and not more than 
$1,500, and any personor persons who shall. be 
guilty of a second offense under this section, in ad- 
dition to the penalty above prescribed shall, upon 
conviction, be imprisoued in the counfy jail for the 
period of not less than six months and not more than 
twelve months. 

FICTITIOUS STOCKS, 

‘*‘There is no doubt in my mind,’’ said Mr. 
Reedy, ‘‘that these men have been violating 
that section of the statistics right along. 
They pretend to sell stock of the New York 
Mining & Prospecting Co,, the Ft. Wayne 
Mining & Prospecting Co., the St. Paul Min- 
in & Prospectiag Co., Denver Mining 
& Prospecting Co. and the ‘Frisco Min- 
i Prospecting Co. There are 

com panties in existenee, 
they pretend to receive 
quotations of the market on the stock of 
these five coOimpanies every minute or two. 
Nobody ever heard ofany stock being issued 
to the buyer or any being received from the 
seller. No goods are ever delivered and they 
have none to deliver. To me itts plain that 
they are violating the anti-option law of the 

State.’’ 

HOW IT IS DONE. 

The way the deal is operated on the so- 
called Mining Exchange is something as fol- 
lows: There are five mining and prospecting 
Companiesin which stock may be bought. 
Tape on the ticker is made by the company 
and they arrange the fluctuations. The 
rise and fall is so great at times @s to effeét- 
ually squeeze the speculators and prevent 
margining. The tape starts at 9 o’clock, the 
fluctuations occur every minute and 

it takes until5 o’clock in the afternoon to 
empty the ticker. Men who have been 


speculating in the stock since the exchanve | 


opened say they can’t beat the house. But 
one Man succeeded. 
THIS MAN MADE MONEY. 

Wm. Bueltemanon, said to be from Chicago, 
came down here a few weeks azo and made 
the operators sick. After a few 
days’ trading he forced the Exchange 
to suspend operations for a day until 
the financial backers the concern put up 
enough to grease the wheels of finance. After 
resuming operations Bueltemanna had some 
disagreement with the company 
over seven shares of the ’Fris- 
co Mining & Prospecting Co .which 
he held. Bueltemann’s name appears on 
the sworn Information. He alleges he bought 
seven shares ofthe Frisco stock from the 
Tracy Commission Co., and names J. L. 
Tracy, E. H. Cook, W. D. Valentine and T. J. 
Bradshaw asthe men interested in the con- 


cern. 
WARRANTS ISSUED. 

After the men were brought to the Four 
Courts there was a great deal of discussion 
about the matter of bail and warrants, and 
several hours consumed in conferences” be- 
tween Air.

London, opening at 83, it fell to 8242, and slid 
to 82%, the very iowest recorded notch ever 
reached by this unhappy metal. Subse- 
quently the ‘‘ticker’’ indicated a revival to 
82%, 824e and 82%, the closing figure. 

Of course all silver mining stocks are weak, 
in sympathy with silver. Granite Mountain 
is in the trough of the sea,

Street Sprinkling Statistics. 

Since the visit of Mr. Gale of Chicago, who 
came here last week with a letter of intro- 
duction to the Mayor from Mayor Washburn 
of Chicago, the Street Commissioner has 
been gathering some statistics relative to 


street sprinkling in St. Louls for the benefit 
of the Chicago officlals, who wish to adopt 
our system. 

Supt. Johnson of the Sprinkling Depart- 
ment YTeports that the city at present is 
sprinkling about 440 miles of streets which 
takes from 56,000,000 to 10,000,000 gallons of 
water per day. Some of the streets are 
sprinkled only twice a day while others re- 
quire to be sprinkled at times three or four 
times a day, and those in the business sec- 
tion oftener than that. 

the Water Commissioner estimates the 
consumption at this season to be about fifty 
or fifty-five million cubic feet per day, so that 
about one-tenth of this amount goes to street 
sprinkling.

He was insane after her death, the statement 
says, tried to kill his own father and 
in all probability deliberately poisoned him- 
self. The charges against his brothar are 


a desire on the part of Mrs. Dunton’s rela- 
tives to obtain Mrs. Dunton’s property. It is 
claimed by Dr. Scudder that the will claimed 
to be a forgery is not a forgery at all, but is 
valid. ‘Therefore it is apparent the first 
document will be contested in the interest of 
Mrs. Dora Scudder. ‘This is rendered more 
certain by the silence of Dr. Doremus Scud- 
der regarding the circumstances surround- 
ing the making of the will or wills and the at- 
tempt of Dr. Henry Scudder to remove the 
tin box containing Mrs. Dunton’s papers.

WHIRLIGIG OF TIME. 


Once Worth Millions, Now Broken and 
Bankrupt in His Oid Age. 

PARKERSBURG, W. Va., Aug. 12.—The little 
steamer Alpha, owned by Capt. J. G. Minor, 
sunk a day or two ago at Raccoon Ripple, be- 
tween Point Pleasant and Gallipolis, leaving 
Capt. Minor and his wife (they are both be- 
tween 70 and 80 years old). penniless and in 
debt. For ten days the aged couple were 
living on the beach, several miles below 
Gallipolis, under shelter of a couple of 
widths of old rag carpet stretched upon poles, 
in straightened circumstances. Yet Capt. 
Minor was at one time one of the most prom- 
inent and wealthy men in this country. 
During the late war he was Assistant Treas- 
urer of the Confederacy, and at this day still 
has in his possession $500,000 in crisp Confed- 
erate notes, many of which have never been 
folded.

Czar Ziegenhein, who seenis to be ‘chiet :

AN INTOLERABLE CONDITION. 

The people of Tennessee have reason for 
indignant protest against the action of 
Gov. Buchanan in commuting the death 
sentence of Col. King. King was con- 
victed of murder after a fair trial in which 
he had every advantage of wealth, influ- 
ence and able legal counsel. The testi- 
mony showed that his crime was cruel, 
cold-blooded and without a shadow of 
justification. Despite every plea and plan 
that legal learning and acumen could de- 
vise to save him, his conviction and sen- 
tence were confirmed by the highest courts 
of the land. 

All considerations of justice and of 
respect for law demanded that the sen- 
tence of the court be executed against this 
man. Yetthe fact that he was a man of 
position, education and influence, which 
rendered his crime the more heinous, was 
made the ground for nullifying the man- 
dates and turning aside the sword of 
justice. 

The consequences of such an act of 
vitiated clemency are not confined to the 
particular case and time of application. 
It touches deeply the dearest interests of 
society. It is a vicious blow at the founda- 
tions of government. Itis evidence that 
justice goes by favor and so fosters dis- 
trust of the State and impairs and degrades 
its authority. 

” The paralysis of the law and the block- 
ing of its enforcement, whether accom- 
plished by money, social influence, polit- 
ical pulls or law-defying combinations of 
disreputable forces, are intolerable to any 
State or community. It is a condition 
which all good citizens must not only pro- 
test against, but combine together to de- 
Stroy as the most dangerous menace to 
public safety and order.

No more than casual examination of the 
report ofthe Treasury Department is re- 
quired to prove the utter absurdity of Repub- 
lican assertions that the McKinley act has 
reduced prices. 

This reports shows, forexample, that the 
following protected necessaries of life ad- 
vanced in price from the passage of the Mc- 
Kinley bill to June 30, 1991, as follows: 

Bituminous coal, 10 cents a ton. 

Manufactures of fax, hemp and jute, 
pound—due to the cordage trust. 

Cotton cloth, 1 centa yard. 

Common window-glass, 1 cent a pound. 

Carpets, 86 cents a yard. 

From 1880 to June 30, 1891, cotton cloths ad- 
vanced 2 cents a yard; carpets, $1.28 a yard; 
pig-iron, $5.23 a ton,and leaf-tobacco, 8 cents 
a pound. 

Accepting for the present argument the 
statementof the Treasury Department, we 
find that the farmers are not receiving so 
much under the McKinley act as they re- 
ceived during the period of the Walker tariff, 
commonly abused by the protectionists as 
the ‘‘free trade era.’’ 

From 1855 to 1860 the farmers received from 
"2to 89 cents a bushel for their corn; in 1891 
they received 57 cents, In the former period 
they received from 98 cents to $1.66a bushel 
for their wheat; in 1891 the price was 93 
cents. 

The fact is that all necessaries of life have 
increased in priee since the passage of the 
McKinley act, while the prices of farm 
products have decreased since that terfible 
‘*free trade era.’’ In other words, the 
farmer gets less for his wheat and pays more 
for his wife’s calico dress. 

This is shown by the official figures ofa Re- 
publican Administration.

An Outrage on Decency. 
Jo the Editor of the Post- Dispatch: 

I desire to bring to your attention a great 
outrage which it is proposed to perpetrate 
against a church and a quiet community. 
Something over a year ago when Messrs. 
Hammett-Anderson- Wade laid out the addi- 
tion known as ‘‘Mount Auburarj’’ in the West: 
ern part ofthe city and on the line of the St. 
Louis & Suburban Railroad, they proposed to 
the congregation ofthe M. &. Church South, 
worshiping at Eden Chapel, about a mile 
from the road, that they would donate 
alot in their new addition, provided they 


would movetothat place and put up a good 
church building. The congregation accepted 
the offer, and during the lastten months 
erected a handsome brick church on the lot 
given ata cost of $12,000. They have been 
worshipping inthis house several months 
and the church has prospered and grown 
notwithstanding some annoyances to witich 
it has been subjected tin the way of numerous 
refreshment booths which have been erected 
on adjoining lots, and which are open all day 
Sunday, attracting considerable crowds 
fromthe city. Itis how proposed, however, 
torun, inoneof these booths or pavilions 
situated less than two hundred feet from the 
church, a saloon and dance hall, and an 
Italian nondescript has actually obtaineda 
saloon license and proposes to have a band 
there every Wednesday and Sunday 
night, choosing the very time when 
there are services in the church. 
Now, inthe name of morality and religion 
and common decency, we appeal to youto 
know if this thing will be tolerated in the 
city of St. Louis. Are our churches to be 
closed by common nuisances, such as this 
will be, and Is there no redress? Are saloons, 
carrying on their nefarious business on 
every corner and under the very steeples of 
our churches and in face ofthe law, the only 
institutions that have any rights? Is our 
city government to continue to be run in the 
interest of saloons and law-breakers? Some 
of us thought that possibly the tragic 
death of Judge Normile might put a check to 
the reign of lawlessness inthis city, Dut it 
begins to look as though it were a desperate 
case and as if there was no hope for justice 
under the present administration of Munic- 
ipai affairs. 

The St. Louis & Suburban road, going 
farther into the country than any other elec- 
tric road itn the city, has been very popular 
during the summer with the better class of 
the population, large numbers of people go- 
ing out every evening to take a ride 
and get a breath of fresh air, 
but if this disreputable affair 
is to be seen at the end of their line, it will 
attract the hoodlums and worst element of 
the city and will largely affect the patronage 
of the road. Not only for this reason, bt 
also for another, it seems to us that this road 
should seek to abate this threatened 
nuisance. The Suburban is building up very 
rapidly and soon a large resident population 
will be its daily patrons, but if saloons and 
dance-halls are to be established along 
its route and at the terminus of 
its principal division, respectable peo- 
ple will look elsewhere for homes, 
not caring to come in contact with the 
drunkards and members of the demi-monde 
who will be the frequenters of such institu- 
tions.

THE CASE NOT CLOSED. 

The news received from Rome that my sus- 
pension was confirmed has misled many 
peopl e and put me ina false light. That de- 
cision received from Rome merely meant that 
the Bishop of Alton had acted rightly and 
according to rule; but the decision did-not 
say whether the information upon which the 
bishop suspended me was convincing and 
sufficient, I had never been heard. The 
information had never been put to the test. 
Rome must now pass upon this phase 
of the case, but not before I have been given 
a chance to defend myself. The proceedings 
in the suspension so far are similar to an in- 
dictment bya Grand-jury. The Grand: jury 
hears the testimony of your accusers, but 
you yourself are not called before the jury 
and given an opportunity to defend yourself. 
In fact the law says that no man who has 
been a witness before a Grand- 
jury in an investigation canbe 
indicted. It is only when the 
person who is indicted is brought beforea 
criminal tribunal that beis afforded an op- 
portunity to bring testimony and evidences 
in rebuttal ofthe testimony and evidence of 
his accusers. If asecond Grand-jury would 
go over the ground traversed by t first 
Grand-jury in reaching the indictment and

A Pen Picture ofthe Daily Life of the 
Two Giants—How They Eat, Sleep and 
Work-—Sullivan Says He Will Whip 
Corbett Fast—Base Ball and the Turf 
—General Sporting News. 


New YorK, Aug, 12.—As the time when the 
answer to the question, ‘‘Whoshall be cham- 
pion of the world’’ approaches, the sporting 
fraternity eagerly devour every morsel of 
gossip relating to the two giants who are 
preparing forthe battle. That it will be a 
Dattle of giants,a resume of the careful prep- 
aration each man has undergone, the hard 
work and self-denials of these two models of 
the fistic art, will makeapparent. Mr. Sul- 
livan is of more mature years than Corbett, 
and, asthe champion has had a more ex- 
tended ring experience, his case will natur- 
ally be considered first. 

No reports astothe big fellow’s good con- 
dition that have been received have been 
oOverratea. He looks to be in great form, 
barring a blistered heel. The greatest source 
of wonder to those who have seen him with- 
inthe last few days is what has become of 
the ‘‘corporation’’ which was so noticeable, 
#@ven when he leftfor Bayhead? It is gone. 
At least the greater portion of it, and he now 
tipsthe beam at 210 pounds, the stipulated 
weight. He may let up in his training now 
andhe deserves arest, for he has worked 
faithfully for his reputation and the dollars 
of his backers. ~ 

THE DAY’S WORK. 

One day’s work may indicate all of his 
daysin training. The breakfast hour is 7 
o’clock, two hours after he tosses off the 
bed covers and stretches himself into wake- 
fulness. Those two hours are spent in walk- 
ing over the rough, but picturesque, Shinne- 
cock Hills, accompanied by Casey and Ash- 
ton.

CAN WORK ONLY EIGHT HOURS. 


The Recent Act of Congress Enforced by 
the Government at St. Louis. 


This morning Col. Churchill, Custodian of 
the Federal Bulidings at St. Louis, received 
instructions to enforce the eight hour law in 
his jurisdiction. Thejobis not of extreme 
difficulty as the only persons not already 
under the eight hour umbrella are the 
elevator men. The only trouble in the matter 
is regarding the elevator service, The public 


require, at least, ten hours of elevator work, 
and Col. Churchill solves the difficulty by 
cutting down the Ninth street elevator to six 
hours and running the Eighth street elevator 
ten hours. By shifting the Ninth street men 
over to Eighth street two hours a dally aver- 
age of eight hours work 1s reached. This ac- 
tion is necessary under the law of Aug. 1 last 
to limit the hours of labor of workmen in the 
Pistrict of Columbia and on public buildings 
in the United States. This act is very 
sweeping. It is construed to forbid any 
part who has any contract with 
the Government to finish work on any public 
bullding in this country from working his 
men more than elght hours. An instance of 
how strictly it is being enforced was devel- 
oped in acase which recently arose. Some 
repaving became necessary to the wagon ap- 
proach on Locust street. A requisition to 
have it done was approved by the Depart- 
ment, but although the whole job wiill 
amount to but $10, the Department adds the 
proviso that the men who do it must 
not work over eight hours a day on the job. 
The national law on the gubject is very clear 
in limiting government work ofall kinds to 
eight hours’ labora day.

RIOTING MINERS SENTENCED, 


Legal Proceedings Ende4 in the Idaho La- 
bor Troubles. 


’ BorsE Crry, Idaho, Aug. 12.—The names of 
the men held and their terms of tmprison- 
ment under Judge Beattie’s decision yester- 
Gay are as foliows: Thomas Eaton, John Fitz- 
gerald, Dan Harrington, Hugh McGee, John 
Nicholson,Gus Peterson and Thomas Whalen, 
each six months; P. Robinson, four months, 
ond Joseph Paynton, eight months. It is un- 
derstood an appeal will be taken and that an 
application fora writof habeas corpus will 
immediately be made to Justice Fiela. Judge 
Beattie in rendering his decision passed upon 
several interesting points. He said that the 
question of diverse citizenship could have 


been raised in the original proceed- 
ings. it had not been so raised 
the restraining order had been issued 
with no such showing before the courts, and 
that the order partook of the nature ofa 
criminal statute, violations of which are 
tried by the Federal courts without regard to 
the citizenship of parties. On question of 
service the court sald that {t Was not essen- 
tial that each party should be served. It was 
only necessary that they should know that 
an injunction had been issued. Neither was 
itnecessary that the parties should have 
been named in the restraining order, that 
order having been issued against the Miners’ 
Union, their aiders and abettors. 

Judge Beattie stated that labor organiza- 
tions were entirely lawful in the abstract, but 
that the lawful character of a particular or- 
ganization must be measured by its acts and 
not by its by-laws and constitution. The 
acts of the Ooeur @’Alene miners’ unions 
showed that they were of unlawful charac- 
ter. Astrict interpolation of the law would 
render each member Hable for the acts of 
organizations, and, said the Court, there is 
no doubt that under: this well defined prin- 
ciple oflaw Icould hold all the defendants 
who are members of the union. I will not, 
however, apply that rule, but will endeavor 
to determine the connection of each of these 
respondents with occurrences at the ’Frisco 
and Gem on July 11.
